There’s good news for pea­ 
nuts fanciers with weight pro­ 
blems. The U. S. Departm ent 
of Agriculture research work­ 
ers have developed a process 
which puts peanuts in a much 
lower calorie group, reports 
Mrs. 
Mary 
Y. 
Newberry. 
Jones County Home Demon­ 
stration Agent. 
The process, developed at 
tho Southern Utilization Re­ 
search Laboratory, New O r­ 
leans, make* possible th** re­ 
moval of SO pere nt of the 
oil and three-fourths of the 
calories but leaves intact the 
peanuts go*xl flavor and high 
protein content. 


When the new product goes 
into 
commercial 
production, 
Mrs, N ew bern said, it should 
open up new m arkets for pea­ 
nut growers, whose produc­ 
tion has boon increasing faster 
than consumption. The proce­ 
dure is simple. Shelled nuts 
are brought to a proper mois­ 
ture content and pressed in a 
hydraulic press 
to 
remove 
most to the oil, which consti­ 
tutes about 30 preccnt of the 
peanut’s weight. 
The pressed k ern els are flat 
and mis-shapen, but th ey re­ 
turn to their original shape 
and size whensoaked in water.
